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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim 1 is pending. 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Preliminary Amendment 

The Preliminary Amendment filed September 30, 2005, has been received and 
entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on January 27, 2006, was 
received. The submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. 
Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The claim is rendered vague and indefinite for failing to recite clear and distinct 
process steps. The term "biotechnological manner" is unclear how the treatment is 
carried out in a medium with the recited bacteria types or enzyme systems thereof. 
The metes and bounds of the claim can not be determined. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Fliermans 
(USP 6479558), cited on enclosed PTO-1449 Form. 

Claim is drawn to a process for devulcanization of sulfur-vulcanized rubber 
particles to break the sulfur bridges to reduce the sulfur and the particles are treated in 
a medium with bacteria. 

Fliermans teaches a process for devulcanization of sulfur-vulcanized rubber 
particles to break the sulfur bridges to reduce the sulfur and the particles are treated in 
a medium with bacteria. Note col. 3, lines 60-67 and col. 4, lines 1-5. 

The claims are identical to the cited disclosure and are, therefore, considered to 
be anticipated by the teachings therein. 

All claims fail to be patentably distinguishable over the state of the art discussed 
above and cited on the enclosed PTO-892 and/or PTO-1449. Therefore, the claims are 
properly rejected. 

The remaining references listed on the enclosed PTO-892 and/or PTO-1449 are 
cited to further show the state of the art. 
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No claims are allowed.
